NEW YORK-Au communists know 


Joseph Stalin's policies, but few arc 
acquainted with the man behind those 
policies. Only twico in more than 
12 years has be-broadcast a speech to 
his people. 


Stalin intensely dislikes personal 


publicity. He believes attention should 
be centered on; a person's aims and 
achievements rather than on Ills char- 
acteristics; it is the work that counts, 
not the fact that "a man happens to like 
caviar for breakfast. This is the code 
of the communist, party. 


Stalin's picture hangs in most homes 


and public places throughout the vast 
empire, but few persons have seen 
him "in the calm of the other world." 


His Joke With Newsman 


Only a few weeks ago he kept under 


cover so long that rumors got. about 
that he was dead. When The Associat- 
ed Press correspondent hi Moscow sent 
a note to the great ,man, calling at- 
tention to the rumors, Stalin replied 
jokingly, advising tne'newspaper man 
to believe the reports and not disturb 
him "in thecalm of the other world." 


A strong sense of humor is one of 


the characteristics of this man noted 
for grimncss and ,ruthlessness. He 
laughs frequently uproariously. 


Prefers Plain Clothes 


There is a good deal of the boy in 


Stalin, and he laughs most often at the 
unusual or unexpected. But he hates 
anything not clean. He once severely 
reprimanded an editor Who published 
something that Stalin, considered ob- 
scene. 


Simple and conservative 
in his 


habits, Stalin still sticks to plain uni- 
forms such as he wore as a soldier—a 
khaki tunic with the collar buttoned 
across the throat, and khaki trousers 
tucked into boots reaching his knees. 
His only departure from this garb is 
when he dons white linen in summer. 


He smokes nothing but a pipe—and 


what a pipe! It is ancient and charred 
and scarred and strong. But it is an 
honest, friendly sort 
of pipe. He 


doesn't smoke ordinary pipe-tobacco 
in it, but fills it by breaking up cig- 
arettes. As for other .habits, he is 
said to be temperate in all things—ex- 
cepting work. 


He used to be a l[t\o horseman and 


played much polo. Wild boar hunting 
was another of his pastimes. These 
things have given way to motoring; he 
likes to take the wheel from his 
chauffeur and spin over country roads. 


Likes Black Chessmen 


As might be expected, Stalin is keen 


about chess and formerly played much 
with old cronies. He plays a good 
game, both offensive and defensive, 
and is vigorous in his attack. He al- 
ways wants the black pieces. .Why? 
That's another Stalin puzzle.

New York had a severe epidemic in 


1904-05 in which there were 2755 cases, 
with 2026 deaths. The most recent se- 
vere outbreak in the United States oc- 
curred between 1928 and 1930. 


It is well established that germs 


which cause meningitis enter the hu- 
man body through the nose and throat. 
They then pass either by way of the 
blood, or directly by way of the nose, 
to the tissues which envelop the brain 
and the spinal cord. 
-The germ, of course, is passed from 
one person to another as are other 
germs, and occasionally 
by*' indirect 


contact with articles soiled by dis- 
charges from the nose and mouth of 
those who are sick. 


Contamination of fingernails, dishes, 


pipes, handkerchiefs, toys, and other 
objects by persons who have the men- 
ingococcus in their noses and throats, 
may lead to indirect transmission. 


The germs may be carried in the nose 


and throat from two to 10 days before 
the person conies down with the dis- 
ease. During this time, he may spread 
the" disease to others although appar- 
ently not sick himself. 


The symptoms of this disease are, of 


course, related to the manner in which 
it infects the body. During the period j 
of invasion there are the usual .sore j 
throat, dullnes^, feyef., chills, , rapid 
pulse and'general soreness that areras- 
sociated with most infectious diseases. 
Quite frequently a rash of red spots 
the; size of a pin-point or larger will 
appear over the body.

and tomatoes, or even cold beans and 
peas and cabbage, into. tasty confec- 
tions. 


A few drops of onion juice (very lit- 


tle), enough salt and richness added by 
oil or butter, and say a bit of chopped 
hardboiled egg, or chipped bacon, will 
tempt ah 
juvenile. 


Between meals? Yes. Not close en- 


ough to meal time to ruin appetite for 
lunch or dinner, but long enough be- 
fore that the stomach is empty. After 
all, milk takes longer to digest than 
the combinations I have mentioned. 


Then There's Soup 


A third way to get vegetables down 


small gullets is in soup. It also has 
the virtue of being served first. Think 
of the opportunity to get celery, barley, 
tomatoes, greens, and the whole gamut 
of nourishing tissue-builders into the 
child. Don't make it thin. Give him 
a cup, or plate, of what it takes. And 
do it often. 


As for fruit, I think he may have 


fruit, raw or cooked, at almost any 
time. Bananas, being a bit heavier, 
are not to be given before a meal. 
Dried fruits are excellent. 


At any rate, the way to do is to 


watch and estimate the child's defici- 
ency in variety, and supply the missing 
factors as best one may. He must have 
milk, cooked or raw, some meat, fish, 
poultiy, eggs, starches, (macaroni po- 
tatoes, bread), cereals, vegetables and 
fruits. Vitamins do him no real good 
without foods to, work on. It takes 
both to make a sturdy child.

Perjury Quickly 
Prosecuted Today 


DeQueen Man Pleads Guil- 


ty Under New Law in 


Sevier Circuit 


DE QUEEN, Ark.-Perjury is not go- 


ing to be commonplace in Arkansas 
courts in the future, thanks to the re- 
forms in criminal procedure provided 
by the voters in last fall's election 
after lawyers in the state senate had 
killed a similar attempt two years ago. 


Tliis was the opinion expressed by 


two members of the commission that 
drafted the state's new law after they 
had heard Roy Rurham of Do Queen 
plead guilty to first degree perjury in 
circuit court here Friday. 


The two commission members were 


Chairman Abe Collins and B. E. Isbell. 
They attended court for the express 
purpose of watching the operation of 
the new law and both expressed satis- 
faction with its workings. They believ- 
ed that It was the first time that the 
perjury feature of the new law had 
been utilized. 


Judge A. P. Steel deferred sentence 


on Durham. The penalty is from 1 to 
15 years imprisonment. 


Earlier in the week Durham hnd 


been tried on a charge of having at- 
tacked and robbed D. C. Cypert, De 
Queen business man on the night of 
January 25. From the witness stand 
Durham denied that he had attacked 
Cypert. However, he was convicted 
by a jury and sentenced to seven years. 


At the conclusion of Durham' trial, 


Houston Waldrop wa's placed on trial, 
accused of having participated' in the 
attack on Cypert. Testifying as a wit- 
ness for Waldrop, Durham completely 
reversed his testimony that he had 
given-at his own trial. .He testified 
that he had attacked Cypert and that 
Waldrop had no part in the attack. 


Prosecuting Attorney Byron Goodson 


i immediately filed an indictment charg- 


ing perjury against Durham. 


Mr. Collins and M"r. Isbell called at- 


tention to the fact that although it was 
self-evident from the court record that 
Durham had committed perjruy on one 
or the other of his appearances on the 
stand, it would have been a long 
clumsy procedure to have convicted 
him under the old law. It would have 
been necessary for the prosecutor to 
have specified the exact statements 
(hat he alleged to be false and then to 
have proved the falsity of ecah. Also 
he would have been obliged to have 
gone before the grand jury ot ask for 
an indictment, causing delay and add- 
ed expense. 


Mr. Collins and Mr. Isbell said that 


under the new law perjuries no long- 
er are safe. They said that if a per- 
son makes contradictory statements 
under oath, even though the statements 
are made in different courts and at 
different times, he still may be punish- 
ed easily. Under the new law the 
prosecutor may charge that all such 
contradictory statements are false and 
can secure a conviction if he can prove 
that any one of them is. false. If a de- 
fendant is confronted with the fact 
that his sworn statements are conflict- 
ing, he might just as well plead guilty, 
it is said.

31-year-old commander, MacDon- 
ough, that actually turned the tide 
of battle. The Santiago had been 
disabled on the starboard side. 
MacDonough ordered the

caused surrender of the foe within 
.1$ minutes. 


This was the climax of Mac- 


Donough's brilliant naval career. 
Born in 1783, he joined the navj 
at the age of 17. Under Commo- 
dore Decotur, he fought the Bar* 
bary pirates, and after the war oi 
1812 went back to the Mediter- 
ranean in command of the Con- 
stitution. He died in 1825.
